SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE ON MIDDLE EAST - 

ACCORDING TO SECRETARIAT OFEICIAL, SECURITY COUNCIL CONSULTA- 
TIONS ON THE MIDDLE EAST HAVE BEEN SCHEDULED EOR 1 1:30 A.M. 
JANUARY 12 AND EORMAL MEETING FOR 3:30 P.M. HE SAID TANZANIANS 
(JANUARY SC PRESIDENT) EXPECT THAT THE QUESTION OE INVITING 
PLO TO PARTICIPATE ("WHETHER " AND "HOW") WILL BE DETERMINED 
IN CONSULTATIONS. THEY THINK IT MAY BE NECESSARY TO HAVE 
VOTE ON THE QUESTION BUT "TAKE FOR GRANTED" THAT THE PLO WILL 
BE INVITED. JORDAN, SYRIA AND EGYPT HAVE ALL REQUESTED TO

CHARTER REVIEW COMMITTEE - 

STEEL (UK) BELIEVES FRENCH PROPOSAL TO HOLD POUR-POWER

BENTIN (FRG) DISCLOSED HE WAS INSTRUCTED TO NOMINATE DR. 

LUTZ KOELLNER, ASSISTANT PROPESSOR AT THE INSTITUTE EOR SOCIAL 
SCIENCES OP THE BUNDESWEHR, TO PARTICIPATE IN THE EXPERTS STUDY 
ON MILITARY BUDGETS. BENTIN COMMENTED THAT UN DISARMAMENT 
APFARIS DIVISION CHIEF BJORNERSTEDT TOLD HIM THERE WAS A 
"GOOD CHANCE" THAT A WEST GERMAN NOMINEE COULD BE INCLUDED

THE SECRETARY GENERAL, AT A PRESS CONPERENCE, REPEATED HIS 
APPEALS EOR PEACE IN ANGOLA, STRESSING THE IMPORTANCE OP 
IMMEDIATE CEASEFIRE; WITHDRAWAL OP ALL POREIGN INTERVENTION, 
MATERIAL AND HUMAN; AND NATIONAL RECONCILIATION. HE WOULD 
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NOT PREDICT WHAT OAU WOULD DECIDE, AND THOUGHT IT PREMATURE 
TO SAY WHETHER THE UN WOULD TAKE AN ACTIVE ROLE. (OURTEL 66) 

MIDDLE EAST - 

AT JANUARY 9 PRESS CONEERENCE, SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM 
REGRETTED ALL PARTIES TO THE MIDDLE EAST DISPUTE, SPECIFICALLY 
ISRAEL, WILL NOT BE PARTICIPATING IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE. 

HE SAID HE SAW SERIOUS INTEREST ON THE PART OF THE COUNCIL 
MEMBERS NOT TO HAVE AN ACRIMONIOUS EXCHANGE OE VIEWS. THE 
OVERALL PROBLEM IS "TOO COMPLEX AND GRAVE" TO BE SOLVED IN 
ONE SESSION. THE STATUS OF THE PALESTINIANS WILL BE A MAJOR 
PROBLEM DISCUSSED, WALDHEIM SAID, PREDICTING THE MATTER MAY 
GO BACK TO THE GENEVA CONFERENCE TABLE. ASKED ABOUT THE IMPACT 
OF POSSIBLE SYRIAN OR ISRAELI INTERVENTION IN LEBANON, 

WALDHEIM STATED THERE MUST BE NO EOREIGN INTERVENTION, THE 
MAINTENANCE OF UNITY IN LEBANON IS INDISPENSABLE FOR PEACE, 

AND THE MATTER MUST BE DEALT WITH BY THE LEBANESE THEMSELVES. 
CONCERNING IMPLEMENTATION OF THE ZIONISM AND RACISM RESOLUTIONS, 
WALDHEIM SAID THE SECRETARIAT IS CAREFULLY STUDYING THE SUBJECT, 
WHICH HE DESCRIBED AS VERY DELICATE, AND WILL NOT ACT UNTIL 
THIS IS DONE. (OURTEL 67)
